REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 15-20 are allowed. Claims 1-15 have been cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest a method for auto improving display flicker 
having the steps of: 

detecting a level of display flicker and producing a detection voltage; comparing 
the detection voltage with a predetermined voltage and automatically switching to a 
predetermined display flickers processing technique if the detection voltage is greater 
than the predetermined voltage, wherein the predetermined display flicker processing 
technique is one other than currently used, selected from the group of dot inversion, line 
inversion, column inversion, n line inversion and n column inversion as claimed in 
claims 15. 

And a comparator for comparing the detection voltage with a predetermined 
voltage value and outputting a switch control signal when a value of the detection 
voltage is greater than the predetermined voltage value and a video and timing control 
signal into a predetermined display flicker processing technique, wherein the 
predetermined display flicker processing technique is one other than currently used, 
selected from the group of dot inversion, lihe inversion, column inversion, n line 
inversion and n column inversion as claimed in claim 18.
